“ HAZING” 
AT 
THE 
UNIVERSITY. 


' 
The last story of “ hazing” at the State 
University is the most outrageous we have 
yet encountered. 
It is said that a number 
of the students having resolved to “ haze” 
one of their number, 
actually attacked 
him as he was leaving a lecture accompa 
nied by his father and sisters, and that 
they undertook to carry him bodily off, for 
the purpose of shaving bis head, tossing 
him ia a blanket, and inflicting upon him 
such other outrages as their ruffianly dis­ 
positions might suggest. 
This is not only 
the most impudent but the most brutal act 
yet perpetrated by the hoodlum element 
of the University. 
W e say the hoodlum 
element because it is a necessary inference 
from the facts that the University contains 
a number of blackguards who are in no 
respect above the status of the juvenile 
rnffians of Tar Flat and the Barbary Coast. 
Young men who are bo embruted as not to 
know that an assault upon a comrade in 
the presence of his sisters is an unspeaka­ 
bly 
base 
and shameful and 
cowardly 
thing, are probably quite incapable of 
acquiring the higher 
education. 
Such 
timber would be better 
calculated to 
produce the wretched hybrids known as 
“ squaw m en,” than honorable and distin­ 
guished members of any civilized com­ 
munity. 
Of course the most discouraging 
feature in the case is the apparent belief of 
these cubs that they were doing something 
of which they might be proud, or of which, 
at least, they had no reason to feel ashamed. 
W e do not see what President Reid can do 
in the matter but to expel the offenders, if 
he can identify them. 
They were masked, 
according to the report, and therefore it 
may be difficult to trace them. 
No false 
ideas of the requirements of honor, how­ 
ever, should keep silent those students who 
know the guilty parties. 
W hoever among 
the students possesses any friendly feel­ 
ing for the University ought to exert him­ 
self in purging the institution from the 
precocions roughs and rowdies who are 
now doing so much to disgrace their Alma 
Mater. 
The case is one for prompt and 
severe discipline, and we hope to hear be­ 
fore long that justice has been executed 
upon the offenders. 


It appears that the line of defense about 
to be adopted by Guiteau’s counsel w ill be 
twofold. 
It will be claimed that he is in ­ 
sane, and it will be further alleged that 
President Gartield did not die of his wound, 
but that his death was caused by mal­ 
practice on the part of his physicians. 
As 
regards the plea of insanity, it may be re­ 
marked that nnder modern rulings the 
very commission of a crime is sufficient 
basis for it. 
Guiteau has no doubt been 
peculiar jn his ways. 
H i has often acted 
in such a manner as to deserve the charac­ 
terization of eccentric. 
And though he is 
probably no more inad than thousands of 
people who go through life without re­ 
straint, it m3y be possible to bring w it­ 
nesses who w ill testify that they always 
looked upon him as more or less crazy. 
It 
is indeed probable that though the plea of 
insanity be scouted with indignation by 
the country generally, it may give the 
prosecution 
a 
great deal 
of 
trouble. 
W hether a jury of American citizens can 
be got together that will pay any attention 
to such a line of defense, is, however, the 
really important consideration, and on this 
point the public at least appear to enter­ 
tain very little apprehension. 
Y et juries 
are proverbially [unreliable, and if in this 
case the usual challenges are permitted, 
and a panel of fools is consequently ob­ 
tained, it would be useless to speculate on 
the outcome. 
It would seem impossible to 
find a dozen men who,.had not informed 
themselves thoroughly concerning the case, 
and who had not formed definite and final 
opinions, and because of the unanimity 
of public sentim ent Guiteau’s counsel will 
try hard to get the stupidest possible 
jurors. 
As to the second plea, namely, that the 
President’s wound was not necessarily 
mortal, we think it w ill be much easier to 
meet it. 
It is very much to be regretted 
that the final reports of the surgeons upon 
the results of the autopsy were not more 
generally made known, for the medical 
history of the case com pletely sets at rest 
the doubts which an imperfect statement 
of the facts had suggested. 
The autopsy 
demonstrated that the ball, after passing 
through the body of the first lumbar ver­ 
tebra, cut the splenic artery, and then 
passed on to the position behind the pan­ 
creas where it speedily became encysted. 
The splenic artery having been thus rup­ 
tured, Nature'instantly set about to repair 
the injury, and drew an aneurisrr.al sae 
over the cut. 
This sac, which, to use un­ 
scientific language, was an enlargement of 
the artery at the point of the injury, caused 
a protrusion which passed across, and com 
pletely filled up, the track of the ball. 
It 
was owing to the presence and pressure of 
this sac upon the track of.the ball that the 
latter became so rapidly encysted. 
But 
the aneurismal sae itself remained a source 
of the deadliest danger throughout the 
case, and finally, by giving way, caused 
the death of the ^President. 
It ia thus 
apparent that the wound was necessarily 
mortal, for surgical [science was incompe­ 
tent to deal with the aneurismal sac, even, 
had its existence and position been known 
from the first, and what is more it is also 
evident that if the surgeons had diagnosed 
the case rightly instead of wrongly, the 
President would have died Eeventy days or 
more before he did. 
The proof of this assertion is not diffi­ 
cult. 
For had the surgeons discovered the 
actual course of the ball the presumption is 
that they would have attempted to explore 
it. 
In that event one of tw o fatal results 
must have ensued. 
Either they would 
have raptured the spinal cord while grop 
ing for the passage through the vertebra ; 
or, supposing that they passed that danger 
safely, they must have, pierced the aneu 
riamal sac which lay right across the track 
of the ball. 
In either case death would 
have followed almost instantaneously, as 
we hava seen death did follow the rupture 
of the aneurismal sac at the last. 
It is 
therefore conclusively demonstrated that 
the prolongation of the President’s life was 
actually due to the inaccuracy of the 
diagnosis. 
B at supposing that the sur­ 
geons had been right in their diagnosis, 
and yet had been afraid to explore the 
wound, as they very w ell might have been, 
seeing how closely it approached the spinal 
•ord. 
In that ca3e they would have paid 
no attention to the pus sinus, which, as it 
was, they mistook for the track of the ball. 
But had that sinus been neglected, there 
can he no doubt that the pus which 
drained into it from the seat of the wound 
would have accumulated until it broke 
through into the abdominal cavity, and 
death would have ensued sw iftly. 
There is thus no aspect of the case which 
makes for Guiteau, and if Dr. Hammond 
proposes attacking the surgeons who had 
charge of the case, be will only succeed in 
shattering his own reputation. 
After read­ 
ing the history of the ca3e, we are con­ 
vinced that nothing could have saved the 
President’s life, and that however strange 
it may appear to those who have not 
studied the subject carefully, the mistake 
in the diagnosis played no part in the sub­ 
sequent events, or if any, a beneficent part. 
The wound was of such a character as to 
baffie surgery. 
There is no way by which 
a wounded artery situated deep in the 
body can be got at and repaired, and it 
was the wounded splenic artery which 
ultim ately caused the death of the Presi­ 
dent. 
As that artery was cut by Guiteau a 
bullet, 
the plea of 
malpractice has no 
foundation. 
The 
chain of causation is 
direct and unbroken, from the pulling of 
the trigger by the assassin to the death of 
the victim, and professional jealousy and 
legal subtlety will alike fail in every at­ 
tempt to sever the connection. 
On the 
whole, therefore, it may be concluded that 
the plea of insanity is the only one which 
threatens to give any seriouB trouble. After 
the experience of the past twenty years 
with that plea, 
it would be folly to 
forecast the action of any jury to whom 
it is presented, but it may be said with 
some confidence that Guiteau’s hopes rest 
entirely upon that allegation. 


THE CONVICTION OF HOPE, THE BDRGLAS. 


After a trial lasting some tw o weeks, 
the bifrglar Hope has been convicted of an 
attempt to commit burglary, which renders 
him liable to a sentence of seven years 
and a half in the Penitentiary. 
The case 
was by no means a complicated one, but its 
tediousness ha3 been entirely due to the 
pettifogging of the lawyers for the de­ 
fense, who for days together amused them ­ 
selves by splitting hairs, and who appear 
to have thought it necessary to contest 
every point, no matter how trivial, in the 
interest of their client. 
The interest of 
the case has been largely due to the fact 
that the defendant is a notorious criminal, 
who is said to have amassed a considerable 
fortune by a series of daring and usually 
successful bank robberies in the Eastern 
States. 
H e appears to have come to Cali­ 
fornia for the express purpose of robbing 
Sather's Bank, in San Francisco, and he 
and a confederate (who has not been cap­ 
tured) were proceeding very methodically 
with their preparations, when an accident 


betrayed them. 
Hope was arrested in 
a 
closet 
under 
the 
stairs 
in 
the 
upper part of the building in which the 
bank is situated. 
Part of the floor of the 
closet had been cut out, and considerable 
work had been done in digging down upon 
the hank safe, which was ju3t underneath. 
Had the burglars had twenty-four hours 
longer they would no doubt have succeeded 
in their purpose. 
W ith Hope were taken 
a complete set of burglar’s tools. 
In fact 
the evidence against him was so strong 
that it could not have been stronger unless 
he had been taken in the very act of drill­ 
ing a hole in the safe. 
There was literally 
no room for doubt as to bis guilt. H is pres­ 
ence where he was caught, and his connec­ 
tion with the attack on the Bafe, were not 
susceptible of an innocent explanation. Y et 
his lawyers kept a jury for tw o weeks 
listening to the most frivolous and ridicu­ 
lous objections and arguments. A t the same 
time these hiwyers made it apparent that the 
position of an honest witness may be made 
more intolerable than that of the prisoner 
himself. 
They badgered, and insulted, 
and worried, and abused the witnesses for 
the prosecution in the most exasperating 
way. 
W e are glad to be able to say that 
all this wanton waste of time and all this 
flagrant travesty of legitim ate cross-ex­ 
amination, resulted in no advantage to the 
defendant. 
The jury, not impossibly ren­ 
dered the more obdurate by the outrageous 
prolongation of an impossible defense, lost 
no time in returning the severest verdict 
they could find; and when Judge Freelon 
has imposed the heaviest penalty the law 
allows, perhaps James Hope and his coun­ 
sel too will realize that he was not de­ 
fended with much ability, after all, and 
that the jury might have been less revenge­ 
ful had they been less imposed upon.

S an F rancisco, Octobar 16tb.—The fol­ 
lowing news wa3 brought by the City of 
Tokio, which arrived to-day : 
H o n g k o n g , 
September 14ih.—The con­ 
struction of a telegraph line from Shanghai to 
Tientsin is progressing satisfactorily. 
The 
presence of Government officials and 
V- 
ernment stamp on the property checked what­ 
ever feelings of hostility the-uatives may have 
felt for such aa innovation. 
The line is ex­ 
pected to be open for business at the end of 
the year. 
The China Merchants’ Steam Navigation 
Company have invited subscriptions for a 
special purpose presumed to be the comple 
tion of the tramway system that is to carry 
coal from the Ksiping mines to Peiho river. 
The sum asked, 1,000,000 taels, was raised in 
one day. 
The Kaiping collieries are the first 
that have been ordered to be worked in that 
locality. 
They a-e capable of supplying suf­ 
ficient coal of a good quality to meet the re­ 
quirements of the ports of China from 
Tientsin to Canton. 
An imperial edict has been published or­ 
dering Liu Kuu Yih, Viceroy of the Yiang 
Kiang to proceed to the capital at onco. 
Pong 
Y u 
Lien, Superintendent of 
the 
Yargtse defenses, will take his place. 
The 
change is regarded with great satisfaction, as 
likely to tend to the development of railways 
and other progress. 
News from Pekin states that the health of 
the Western Empress has been speedily and 
miraculously restored by the skill of a na­ 
tive doctor, who has been rewarded with a 
red button and a patent of nobility. 
Disasters to life and property by the ty­ 
phoons inland jwero very great. 
A village 
named She Toa Sha, in Kow district, has 
been completely swept away by floods, and 
all the inhabitants drowned. A steam-launch 
was dispatched to the locality, and upward cf 
200 bodies recovered. 
A typhoon passed over Foo Chow, doing 
great damage to the foreign town and native 
shipping. 
The German bark Caroline Behu 
is a complete wreck. 
The British steamer Castello, from Shan­ 
ghai to Yokohama, put back with her cargo 
on fire. 
Y okohama, September 28ch.—The forma­ 
tion of a Silk Guild by the Japanese created 
considerable hostile criticism among foreign 
buyers, who have held meetings condemning 
the action of the Association, and passed 
resolutions to the effect that it is not safe to 
purchase silk from the Guild under the rules 
end conditions imposed, which are character­ 
ized as “ improper and arbitrary.'’ Thirty- 
three European firms hava bound themselves 
not to buy until tbs terms of sale are modi­ 
fied. 
The Guild insists that all silk sold 
shall be inspected and paid for on its prem­ 
ises, 
A typhoon occurred on the 13th and 14th. 
Although little injury happened to either 
shipping or biiildings here, considerable dam­ 
age was done in the interior and alone the 
coast. 
Hundreds of houses were blown 
down, bridges carried away and many lives 
lost. 
The Japanese bark Taker Maru was 
driven ashore near Kobe and wrecked. 
Two 
lives were lost. 
The British bark Welling­ 
ton, from New South Wales, went ashore a 
few miles from Yokohama, and went to 
pieces in a few minutes. 
All hands were 
saved. 
The Government has issued a notification 
changing the date when the regulations for 
the control of kerosene oil shall come into 
force to September, 1882—an extension of 
eight months from the date previously fixed. 
A notice signed by the First Minister of 
State reads: 
“ Kerosene oil is classified un­ 
der two grades, viz , one an oil that will not 
burn at a temperature below 115’ Fahren­ 
heit, and the other an oil that burns at a 
temperature below 115" Fahrenheit.” 
The news of Garfield’s death caused a feel­ 
ing of sincere regret among men of all nation­ 
alities. 
Flags were half-masted among the 
shipping and throughout the settlement, and 
half-hour guns fired by the United States 
steamship Monocacy and the French corvette 
Champlain. 
The British China squadron, consisting of 
eleven ships of war, arrived on the 24th. 
The flying squadron, with the English 
Princes on board, will not reach here until 
the end cf October. 


The scientific activity of Paris is at pres­ 
ent almost exclusively concentrated on 
electricity, and the Paris Electrical Exhibi­ 
tion will have a scientific significance which 
is quite unusual. 
The initiative has been 
taken by the German Government, which 
ha3 sent several professors to deliver lect­ 
ures on the objects exhibited by that na­ 
tion.

T he F ren ch an d G erm an N ational G uests. 


W a sh in g t o n *, Cct »ber 15th.—The French and Ger­ 
man national guests, accompanied by the Ministers 
and members of Legation of their respective coun­ 
tries, visited the State Department to-day and were 
presented to Secretary Blaine and other members of 
the Cabinet. Returning to the Arlington House, 
they were escorted to the Capitol, where a formal 
reception took place by the District militia, Union 
Veterans, Fire Depirtment*and several civic socie­ 
ties. The route of the procession was thronged 
with people. There was a liberal display of flags 
and much waving of handkerchiefs. During their 
visit to the Capitol, the privileges of the floor were 
extended to the national guests, and the Sergeant- 
nt-Arma was directed to make suitable preparations 
for their reception. A recess was taken until 3, and 
at that hour the galleries were filled to their utmost 
capacity. At 3:15 the distinguished French and 
German visitors entered the chamber and stood 
in the rear of the Senators’ desks. When quiet 
was restored, Bayard said : “ I beg leave to ap­ 
prise the Senate of the presence on the floor of 
the chamber of certain distinguished officers and 
persons of our sister Republic, France, and also cer­ 
tain other distinguished officers and citizens of the 
Empire of Germany, who have come here for the 
purpose of joinirg with the people of the United 
States in the celebration and commemoration of the 
great victory of the arms of the colonies arid their 
allies 100 years ago. I know 1 speak the sentiment 
of every member of the American Senate when I 
say they are most welcome to this Chamber, and 
now move that, for the purpose of this Chamber 
paying that respect which each of its members feels 
for thoso who have honored us by their presence, a 
recess of half an hour be taken to enable the pre­ 
siding officer of the Senate and each member to 
pay that respect which represents not only our in­ 
dividual feelings, but the feelings of every State and 
every man in every State in our union of States.” 
[Applause.] 
The motion was agreed to and a recess taken, 
which was occupied by the Senators in cordially 
greeting their distinguished guests. After the re­ 
cess, the visitors having retired, the Senate went 
into executive session, and when the doors were re­ 
opened adjourned.

Washington*, October 16th.—Lite to-night Senator 
Mahone was arrested at the instauce of Samuel 
Strong, an old resident of Washington, who had re­ 
ceived information which he believed to be from a 
reliable source, that General Jubal A. Early had 
challenged Mahone to fight a duel, and the latter 
had accepted the challenge. Mahone was taken to 
the residence of Judge Snell, of the Police Court, 
where he denied having received a challenge from 
General Early, saying that the latter was too old and 
feeble to fight, adding that all their differences had 
been harmonized. Mahone was released on his per­ 
sonal bond, and returned home, lie will appear 
Monday.

October 15th.—At the close of the 
proceedings in Court, the Marshal and his assistant 
replaced the handcuff* on Guiteau, who manifested 
throughout the same listless indiffeienee which he 
had shown when the indictment was being read to 
him. He was hurried out of the Court in the same 
way he had been brought in, and was put in a hick 
in waiting and driven back to jail in the immediate 
custody of the Marshal and hi3 assistants. 


A n x io u s to K ill G u ite a u . 
Washington, October 15th —While Guiteau was 
being arraigned, a large-sized man approached some 
of the officers of the Court and asked for the loan 
of a pistol. His inquiries causing suspicion, he was 
taken to police headquarters, where he gave the 
name of George II. Bethard, and showed a diploma 
as a lawyer, issued him June 23d in Columbus, Ohio. 
He said he fought in Garfield’s re¿iment, and showed 
two gunshot wounds in his legs and a bayonet 
wound in the head, which, he said, was received at 
Shiloh. He heard Guiteau was to be arraigned and 
intended shooting him at the City Ilall. He had 
been drinking.

Washington, October 16th.—Scoville, counsel for 
Guiteau, since coming to Washington, has had as 
large a daily mail as a Cabinet officer. He has en­ 
deavored to read and dispqpe of his correspondence, 
but the task increases so with each day that he has 
sent to Chicago for his stenographic clerk, who is 
expected to arrive here to-morrow mcrniug. He 
has not received a reply from General Butler, and 
therefore wrote again last evening. He thinks 
Butler’s telegram, recently published, indicates a 
willingness to defeud Guiteau rather than that he 
should not have a thorough defense. He expects to 
summon almost every one who attended Garfield 
during his illness, especially Swaim, Rockwell and 
the surgeons. 
In reply to a question Scoville said: Guiteau was 
terribly frightened while in Court. As I have said 
often before, he is a very timid man. He was under 
great excitement in the Court-room yesterday, and 
that made him look bad. When he returned to jail 
and recovered bis equanimity he felt better and 
looked better. I intended to suggest to him to let 
his hair grow, but neglected it. When i returned 
to Washington I found that he had it cropped short 
again, which makes him look rather peculiar. Some 
three or four years ago, when Guiteau wore his hair 
like other people and dressed well, he made a very 
presentable appearance. He was really a very hand 
some, winning man. I never knew any man more 
careful about his dress and appearance. He would 
talk with a man for half an hour and borrow money, 
when another man could not have done it on a long 
acquaintance. He had a very gentle,winning way, and 
being of French extraction, was naturally polite. 
He could go into any hotel and se :ure a room with­ 
out any baggage or other security, or without pay* 
ing in advance. I have known him to go into the 
Palmer House in Chicago three different times in 
succession and get a room each time, though on 
each former occasion he had been turned out. 
only mention these things to show' that he is not ag 
uncoutli or rough as some people think him to be> 
and in these things he did not think that he was 
doing anything wrong. His moral sense is so de­ 
praved that he thought it was right. 
His manner 
was, “ I have not the money now, but I will have 
some next week.” He always had glorious expecla. 
tions of something that was going to happen to 
him, and sums of money that were coming to him.

The dry hot sands of the deserts 
w ill afford a tine place for drying raisins. 
In addition to grapes it has been proved 
that melons, cucumbers and tomatoes will 
grow from the cactus stock. 
Another historic relic has been brought 
forth at Pescadero in the shape of the first 
U nited States flag ever hoisted here. Some 
twenty odd years ago the citizens erected a 
flag-staff and decided to have a flag, which 
in those days was not such an easy matter. 
In order to get the blue cloth necessary, 
they had to buy a blue flannel shirt, and 
all the work had to be done by hand. 
So 
when it was finished the ladies felt not a 
little proud of the fine appearance their 
flag made. 
Mr. O'Brien, the blacksmith, 
was the custodian of the flag during His 
lifetime, and at his death he gave it in 
charge of Mrs. B. W eeks, in whose posses­ 
sion it was till a tew years ago, when it 
disappeared,to again appear on the occasion 
of the Garfield memorial services. 
That 
old flag won’t be lost again so long as Mrs.

The day was the 
Sabbath cf that denomination of Christians, 
and as such was strictly observed, the day 
being devoted to devotional exercises, and no 
business meeting of the Conference being 
held. In the afternoon Mrs. W hite delivered 
the most impressive discourse that ha3 been 
given thus far. Her subject was that of 
family government; the lesson was drawn 
from the case of Eli, found in 1 Samuel, 2 id 
chapter. It was a clear presentation of the 
duty and the common mistakes of parents in 
the training of their children. The impres­ 
sion made on the congregation was deep, as 
was manifested by the hearty confession 
made after the discourse. A noticeible feat 
ure of these meetings is that, under the most 
impressive appeals, and however deep the 
feeling may be, there is an entire absence of 
excitement and ranting. They evidently be­ 
lieve in good order in everything. 
t 
Saturday evening Elder Waggoner preached 
from John xii.,35—“ Walk while\ehave light, 
lest darkness come upon you.” It was a fol­ 
lowing up of the work of the day, Bhowicg 
the importance of acting up to th 9 light we 
have, and on our convictions ; that increase 
of light increases enr responsibility, and 
neglect of known truth resulta in blindness 
of mind and hardness of heart. 
Sunday morning Elder Van Horn, late of 
Oregon, spoke on the prophecy of Daniel, 
tracing the rise and fall of empires, the ful­ 
fillment of the words of the prophecy far 
down in the present dispensation, to show 
that the kingdom which the God of heaven 
shall set up is near. It was a comprehensive 
discourse, and received good attention from 
tho audience. 
. 
In the afternoon Mrs. White spoke again, 
from Luke xix, on Christ’s riding into Jerusa­ 
lem, 
and driving the tradeis from the 
temple. The lady has recently risen from a 
severe BÍeknes?, and did 
not, 
on this 
occasion, seem to have the strength and 
vigor manifested the day before, but the large 
audience, more than titling the great tent, 
gave close attention to her words. 
Notwith­ 
standing her appearance of weakness, she 
sometimes rose above this and appealed to 
her audience in a very eloquent manner. 
She has a style of Bpeaking qu.te peculiar to 
herself. She is always listened to with silent 
attention. At 5:45 P. M. a temperance meet­ 
ing was held. It was introductory on this 
subject, as the regular meeting of the State 
Health and Temperance Association ia yet to 
bo held. Mrs. White has the reputation of 
being an effective speaker on temperance, 
and due announcement will be made when 
she will speak on the subject. 
At 7:30 last night Elder Briggs preached 
on Turkey as a subject of prophecy. Elder 
Briggs is entirely blind. He is a nephew cf 
Rev. Dr. Brigg3, the well-known Methodist 
minister, a fiear thinker and a vigorous 
speaker. His text was Daniel xii., 4: “ Many 
nail run to and fro, and knowledge shall be 
increased.” He followed the history of Tur­ 
key down through her conquests and her 
decline of power, and pointing out her pres­ 
ent enemies a3 noted in Daniel and Ezekiel. 
Turkey occupies as important a place iu the 
minds of the Adventists, as a subject of 
prophecy, as she does in the minds of the 
European powers as a bone of contention. 
It is certaiu that, weak as she now is, she is 
a mark of interest to the whole world. 
The attendance at the camp grounds yes­ 
terday was exceedingly large, and in the 
afternoon the streets leading eastward to the 
Park were for several hours lined by an al­ 
most continuous procession of cars, wagons, 
hacks, carriages and buggies, conveying peo­ 
ple, while hundreds of men and women took 
to the less spe.dy, but more economical 
foot and walker line. In the camp grounds 
the scene was a very attractive one. 
Fully 
three thousand people passed in at the gates, 
wandered about the avenues, gathered ia the 
great pavilion, or visited the booths and 
stands in the camp. The unanimous judg­ 
ment wa3 that a better arranged, more or­ 
derly qr cleanly camp would be difficult to 
conceive of. The tents are new and substan­ 
tial, and many of them of exceptionally 
handsome and attractive appearance. The 
meeting-house tent is very large, and almost 
equal in comfort to many of the permanently 
constructed houses of worship. W hat it 
lacks in cushioned pews it gains in ventila­ 
tion ; what it lacks in exclusiveness it make3 
up in its democratic sp irit; what it loses in 
architectural finish it compensates for iu its 
homely freedom, and inviting and welcoming 
character. 
A model lodging-house, called 
“ The Pilgrims’ Bower,” is a curiosity in its 
way, and a device full of suggestions for out­ 
door gatherings of like character. 
The 
book-house is 
well 
stocked, 
and 
the 
clerk in attendance appears to be doing 
an excellent business disposing of works 
expository of the doctrines 
of Seventh 
Day Adventism. A t different points on the 
grounds are gentlemanly, quiet and undemon­ 
strative ushers to pilot sirangers and to an­ 
swer respectful questions. Several of them 
wear Deputy Sheriffs’ badges, and are pledges 
for the good order observed. The class of 
people from abroad attending at this camp 
forms a su ject of much remark. They are, 
with scarcely an exception, people of such 
bearing as to command respect. Neat, quiet, 
and apparently well-to-do in life, they have 
the manner of people who are earnest and 
fearless, and who are not to be trifled with 
by any who would seek to disturb the re­ 
markable quiet and perfect decorum which 
distinguishes the camp. There will be preach­ 
ing at the camp to-dav at 10:30 A. M. and 2:30 
and 7:30 P. M. Ontside of the interest aroused 
by the devotional exercises, the vigorous 
preaching and the spirited Binging, the camp 
itself, nestled beneath the bronzed foliage of 
autumn, with its inviting streets and its air 
of retirement, its restful spirit and its at­ 
mosphere cf home and hospitality, make it 
the place of all others hereabouts just now 
for afternoon and evening visits.

Ninety-eight immigrants, including fifty- 
three males, will arrive from the East this 
afternoon. 
The Governor has appointed L. B. Nolton 
a3 a Notary Public for Fresno county, to 
reside at Fresno. 
W. Havens of Washington. Yolo county, 
died on Saturday morning after long illness 
and disability. 
He was a Mexican war vet­ 
eran and an old resident. 
A t the post mortem and inquest held on 
Saturday morning upon the body of Antonio 
Meseinich, who died suddenly on the day pre­ 
vious at a house on L street, the cause of 
death was found to be serous apoplexy. 
I t rained north of the city on Saturday for 
some time. At Dry Creek, eleven milss from 
Sacramento, it rained very heavily for over 
three hours, and farmers in that vicinity are 
at once going to commence putting in their 
wheat. 
The annual meeting of the Bric-a-Brac Club 
was held at the residence of Mrs. E. B. Mott 
on Friday evening last, and the following 
officers elected: President, E. W. M asliu; 
Vice-President, Mrs. W. A. Houghton ; Sec­ 
retary, Miss Lucy O’Brien ; Corresponding 
Secretary, Mrs. Henry Edgerton ; Treasurer, 
Mrs. J . H. Lewis, 
_ Martiu Lawson, who was accidentally shot 
in the calf of the leg, from bid own pistol, a 
few evenings since, while attending the tire at 
Third and N streets, has died at the County 
Hospital from his injuries. Gangrene set in, 
and although his leg was amputated, soon 
caused death. It having been reported that 
the shooting was not accidental, but that he 
had been shot by another party, the District 
Attorney went to the hospital on Friday and 
investigated the matter, finding by the state­ 
ment of Lawson and other pereons in the city 
that the shooting was purely accidental and 
by his own weapon, discharged in his coat 
pocket. 


Cases or S mall-P ox.—A gentleman from 
this city was yesterday at Dry Creek, just 
beyond the Norris grant, and about eleven 
miles from this city, and ascertained the fol­ 
lowing facts : A few days since a family, re­ 
lations of Mr. Forsythe, of Dry Creek, ar­ 
rived from the East. 
Oa the train they fell 
in with a party who had recently been afflict­ 
ed with the small-pox, but claimed to have 
safely left it behind, and that all necessary 
precaution had bsen observed to prevent any 
liability to communicating it to others. Upon 
the arrival of the family they went to Mr. 
Forsythe’s, and 
the children commenced 
going to school at Dry Creek. 
Two or three 
days since the small-pox broke out in Mr. 
Forsythe’s family, an I one of the children 
died of the disease and was buried. Another 
child ha3 it, and also two ladie?, the latter 
cases being regarded very critical. 
The 
school has been closed for the present, an! 
there is much excitement and fear in the 
neighborhood. 
Fifteen persons, iu all, it is 
thought, have been exposed. 
It is stated 
also that the man who c»me from the E rst 
with the party, and another man from Dry 
Creek who has been exposed to the disease, 
come into Sacramento every day hauling 
wheat, notwithstanding the people living 
along the road have remonstrated against it. 
This part of the matter, at least, should re­ 
ceive the immediate attention of the Board 
of Health, 


P erils op I mmigration.—There arrived 
yesterday by the immigrant train from the 
East a mother and four small children, which 
furnish an example of the privations and 
hardships which were often experienced by 
the early immigrants who came to this coast 
with slow teams, starting in the spring and 
crossing the Sierras in the early snows of the 
following winter. 
In May last the party, 
consisting of man, wife and four children, 
left Missouri with a span of horses and 
wagon, bringing tlicir full outfit of earthly 
goods, and en route to make a future home in 
Oregon. 
When they reached Idaho their 
team gave out, and was sold at a sacrifice 
and another 
span of 
horses purchased 
with which to make the remainder of the 
journey. 
This unexpected outlay was a 
hardship by reason cf their limited means, 
but by the time they reached Humboldt sta­ 
tion, on the Central Pacific Railroad in Ne­ 
vada, their new team had become so reduced 
that not to exceed ten miles per day could be 
made, and to complete the journey the team, 
wagon and outfit were sold. With the money 
thus raised the man sent his wife and chil­ 
dren and 
the 
baggage to this city by 
railroad, and only had about §3 left, which 
was 
not 
sufficient 
to 
pay 
his 
own 
fare, and hence he was left at Hum- 
holdt to either work until he could pay his 
fare or «orne through on foot. The family 
were found yesterday at the depot in this des­ 
titute condition and were taken by Chief 
Karcher to police headquarters for shelter un­ 
til something else could be done, 
Last even­ 
ing a gentleman whose charitable deeds are 
frequently known, took the weman and chil­ 
dren to the International Hotel and had them 
made comfortable there until some steps can 
be taken for their temporary relief.

C onviction o f Hope, the Burglar. 
San F rancisco, October 16tb.—James,bet­ 
ter known as “Jim m y’ Hope, the expert bur­ 
glar, who e trial has been a long and hotly 
contested one, was yesterday found gu;lty of 
an attempt at bnrglarv in the first degree in 
attempting to “do” Sather & Co.’a bank.

San F rancisco, October lGth.—To-day 
the Italians cf this city celebrated the 389th 
anniversary of the discovery of America with 
characteristic enthusiasm. The celebration 
was conducted under the auspices of the Gari­ 
baldi Guards. A procession was formed in 
front of Garibaldi Hail, on Broadway, and 
consisted of a number of Italian civic and 
militan- organization i of the city. Pr: ceded 
by a band, the procession marched to the 
ferry at ths foot of M aiket stree1", and cro s­ 
ing, proceeded to Shell Mound Park, Bsrke- 
ley. The exercises at the park consisted of a 
brief address by G. F. Fugazi, President of 
the Italian Guards, and an oration by Goi- 
seppe Calegaris, both of which were delivered 
in the Italian language. The remainder of 
the day was spent in daccing and various 
Bports and games. 
A very large crowd was 
present at the park. On their return to the 
city the celebration closed with a display of 
fireworks. 
Clotelda Reef, a native of Germany, died 
suddenly to-day at her husband’s residence. 
James F. Gill, aged 18 years, of Oakland, 
while out hunting to-day, accidentally shot 
himself through the head. 
He died in­ 
stantly. 
Charles Wagner, a native of Germany, 
aged 43 years, committed suicide this morn­ 
ing by hanging himself in the cutlery shop 
of John Bauer, G37 Kearny street. Deceased 
came from Stockton about two weeks ago, 
where he was employed as a rancher. He 
leaves a family in Germany. 


B arn D estroyed by F ir e -A n im a ls B u rn ed . 
San F rancisco, October 16th.—A large 
barn belonging to Miller & Bills, Nos. 21 and 
23 Soeir street, was totally destroyed by fire 
this 'afternoon. The building was filled with 
grain and hay. Six horses and a cow were 
burned to death. The lo»s will reach §15,000, 
with small insurance. The lumber yard of 
Benton & Holmes, adjoining the building, 
was damaged to the extent of §800.

Elver Im provem ents 
In San Joaquin 
t'u B S ij. 
Stockton, October 15th.—C. E . Rhodes, 
a civil engineer attached to the United States 
Engineer Corps in this State, has completed 
n survey cf what is known as the Devil’s 
Elbow, on the San Joaquin river, and re­ 
ported to Colonel Mended. The object of 
the survey was to furnish the latter-named 
officer with data to enable him to obtain the 
neces-ary appropriation to cut a navigable 
channel through the bend next year. Two 
bends in the river have already been cut off, 
and Bteamers ply daily through the new 
channels. The first is at Lone Tree bend, 
and the second af, the bend above Wakefield. 
These cats are each one hundred feet wide, 
and are dredged to a depth of ten feet at the 
lowest low water during the season. Mr. 
Rhodes has had one hundred and nine snags 
removed from the San Joaquin river, be­ 
tween Grayson and San Joaquin City, ar.d 
has built several wing dribs to rectify the 
channel, and has thereby increased the depth 
of the water in places from one to five feet. 
On Monday he commences an examination of 
the Mokelumne river from Woodbridge west­ 
ward 
to 
ascertain 
what 
improvements 
are needed to insure the uninterrupted navi­ 
gation of that stream.

R u n aw ay A ccid en t. 
N ev a d a , October 16th.—This morning two 
Cornishmen left this city for Grass Valley in 
a single bnggy, and when about a mile from 
town the horse ran away, and in trying to 
make a short turn in the road fell and killed 
himself.

The State Grange, Patrons of Husbandry, 
at its annual session at Santa llosa, passed 
these resolutions : 
W ueiieAs, There are a few men engaged 
in the business known as hydraulic mining 
in the mountains of this State, from the 
reeuit of which business the property oi 
thousands of our citizens has been seriously 
injured, and in many cases entirely de­ 
stroyed ; th at by this means whole commu­ 
nities have been blotted out of existence ; 
that from the effects of this mode of mining 
the watercourses of the entire Sacramento 
valley have been rendered almost valueless 
for the purposes for which they were adapt­ 
ed by nature and nature's God ; that the 
continuance of this mode of mining must, 
and will, so far au agriculture, commerce 
and manufactures are concerned, blot from 
the map cf the Scale the entire Sacramento 
valley, with its homes, its farms, its towns 
and cities, and render the bays of Suisun, 
Sin Pablo cud San Francisco a succession 
of mud or sand-flats ; and, whereas, in all 
civilized communities and States, since 
history commenced, except in California 
alone, have men, who for their own profit 
and aggrandizement have destroyed the 
possessions, the property and the lives of 
their fellow men, been considered and 
treated as 
felons 
and outlaws ; 
and, 
whereas, from the commencement of mining 
in thi3 State, nntil the present time, tha 
local mining laws of this State have not 
permitted cue miner, or class of miners, to 
interfere with, or trample upon the rights 
of any other miner or clas3 of miners, but 
requires th at each shall use his property in 
p-i. h a way as not to injure that of his fel- 
ow. 
Now, believing these premises to be in- 
controvertibly true, we, the State Grange 
of California, do claim it to be the duty of 
our next Legislature to enact such laws, 
the enforcement of which will forever pre­ 
vent the further use of the water-courses 
of the State from being used as placea of 
deposit for debris from hydraulic mints, 
and do pledge ourselves, each to the other, 
that we will use all proper means at our 
command to induce our legislators to enact 
snch laws, and th at we will not vote for 
any man for a legislator whose past life, 
present pledges, ability and general integ­ 
rity do not justify us in believing that he 
will carry out these, our just demands. 


Wo were shewn yesterday by D. C. 
Vestal, President of tho Horticultural 
Commissioners, a branch of an apple tree 
taken from the orchard of Thomas Hol­ 
land, near Berryessa. 
A short time since 
Mr. Holland made the unpleasant discov­ 
ery that all his apple trees od tw enty acres 
of land were covered by the black scale 
louse, the aspidiotus pemiciosus. About two 
weeks ago he began to wash the trees with 
clear kerosene, and the result has thor­ 
oughly and satisfactorily demonstrated the 
efficacy of this remedy for the pest. 
The 
branch shown onr reporter 
had 
been 
washed with kerosene only three days be­ 
fore, and all the parasites were killed and 
the branch apparently uninjured. 
The 
buds were not affected in the slightest 
degree. 
Mr. Vestal stated th at trees in 
his orchard, washed with kerosene last 
spring, are now thriving, and that no in­ 
jury was effected by the use of the oil. 
It 
has, however, been shown that crnde pe­ 
troleum will destroy the tree, for the reason 
that the fatty substance in it, the coal tar, 
is injurious to vegetation. 
Bnt when rec­ 
tified, kerosone contains no property, un­ 
less very improperly applied, that will in­ 
terfere with the growth or prevent the 
blossoming of a tree. 
The result of these 
recent experiments with the scale louse will 
be brought up before the H orticultural 
Society at its next meeting.—[San Jose 
Times, October 15 th.
